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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board of Lyme: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as 
Superintendent of schools. 


The year since the last report has been in many 
Ways very satisfactory. At the end of the year in 
June, twelve were graduated from the eighth grade. 


Teachers 


A few changes in the teaching force should be 
noticed. Mrs. Balch, who had successfully taught 
the primary room at the Plain for a number of 
vears, retired, and Miss Willigar, after taking the 
Summer course at Plymouth, was given charge of 
the room. Miss Webb was transferred from the 
stetson to the primary room at the Center, and 
Mrs. LaCoss was transferred from the Hewes to the 
Stetson. Mrs. Kemp was engaged to teach the 
Hewes, and Mrs. Tenney was placed in charge at 
the Chesley. The King school was closed, and the 
three children to be provided for there were sent 
to the Chesley. Thus but one new teacher is really 
new to the service. The town has held its teachers 
well, and the work of the schools reflects that fact. 
The good teacher is the one absolutely necessary 
factor in a good school, and it is very much worth 
while to retain good teachers. 


Buildings 


The only marked improvement that has been 
made in the school buildings is that of painting 
several of them. More painting should be done 
during the coming year. A program of improve- 
ments should be entered upon, and a certain amount 
done each year. Every stove should be jacketed. 
This would render the rooms much more comfort- 
able and serviceable. The toilets at the’ several 
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buildings are far from right. They should be made 
right: as speedily as possible. They should be at- 
tached to the buildings, and entered only from the 
school building. They should be provided with 
fly-tight vaults and properly ventilated. One or 
two buildings should be put in thoroughly good con- 
dition each year, until all are made right in these 
particulars. 


Finances 


At the close of the year in June, quite a large 
cash balance was left on hand. On account of 
closing the Pond school, the cost of operating the 
schools was somewhat less than had been expected, 
and the amount of State aid to which we were en- 
titled was less than that which had earlier been 
determined would be our share. The State De- 
partment felt, however, that it should keep faith 
and pay over to the District the amount previously 
indicated, although it was apparent that upon ad- 
justment the District would owe the State quite a 
little of the balance that would appear at the end 
of the year in June. Thus the balance appears 
much larger than it really is, in fact several hun- 
dred dollars of it are due the State. 


Transportation 


The transportation problem has been a vexing 
one in Lyme. The law provides that transportation 
shall be furnished for children living more than 
two miles from school to which they are assigned. 
A notion seems to be more or less general that if a 
school should be closed, the children in that neigh- 
borhood are entitled to transportation to another 
school. This is not the case unless the distance 
to be traveled is more than two miles. It may 
be wise, however, to provide transportation in ex- 
treme cases, especially in Winter, for children who 
have some less than two miles to go, and this has 
been done in some instances. This expense, how- 
ever, must be met by local funds. State money 
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cannot be used for this purpose, and such items 
are not approved on the state budget. It is per- 
fectly legal, however, for the District to assume that 
responsibility. 


Attendance 


The attendance in most of the schools has 
been excellent. The Whipple school alone had an 
extremely poor record. This was on account of 
the more or less‘regular non-attendance of the chil- 
dren of one family. It is doubtful if worthwhile 
results can be obtained in a school with such ir- 
regular attendance. Those of the school who are 
regularly present suffer because of the interruption 
caused by the absence of others. Transportation 
is being tried in this case. If this does not ma- 
terially improve the situation, I shall recommend 
the closing of the school and transporting all the 
pupils to the Plain schools. In sharp contrast to 
this is the condition of other schools, such as the 
Hewes or Stetson, with very high attendance records 


Work of the Schools 


While as much time and attention as possible 
are given to the purely cultural subjects, the em- 
phasis in our school work is placed, and I think 
very properly so, on the fundamental — subjects. 
The results of several tests given during the past 
year seem to indicate that our schools are doing 
these things well. In November, a test in arith- 
metic, and also one in spelling, was given to eighth 
‘grade pupils throughout the state. The arith 
metic test was the old test first given in 1846 in 
Springfield, Mass., to ninth grade pupils. This was 
used in order to make a comparison between the 
work done in arithmetic then and now. The av- 
erage score in Springfield in 1846 was 29.41. The 
average score made by the nearly 3000 eighth grade 
pupils in New Hampshire last November was 49.26. 
Still more interesting was the average score made 
by our Lyme eighth grade pupils. This was 81.25. 
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To check up this result, I later gave a standardized 
test in this subject to the four upper grades, and 
found that our pupils on the average were practi- 
cally a year in advance of the standards given. 
No special emphasis is being put on arithmetic. 
Other subjects are quite as important; and receive 
their share of attention. 


Conclusion 


I think we may be pleased with the general 
good condition of our schools. There will always 
be opportunities to make improvements, and that 
should be our care and study. 

I hope for the continuance of the excellent 
spirit of cooperation that generally prevails among 
all concerned.
